Dies In East. Canada

Weight of Water on Roof Strains 
Structure to Breaking Point; Building 
j Unoccupied 
it -- 

Residents of Vulcan within the vi¬ 
cinity of the Burrows’ garage build¬ 
ing were startled on Monday morning 
about 8.45 o’clock when the side walls 
of the structure collapsed 'outward 
and the roof caved in. Luckily no per¬ 
sons were passing at the time for the 
consequences might have been serious 

The building . is owned by A. L. 
Burrows of Edmonton, a former resi¬ 
dent, and has been vacant since last 
fall, up till that time housing the Ar¬ 
mey Motors business. 

The heavy rains during the early 
hours of Monday morning bad found 
no escape from the flat roof or large 
(size, for, on investigation after the 
drain pipe was plugged. The water 
quickly piled .up till, it is thought, sev¬ 
eral inches had accumulated. This pre¬ 
sented a tremandous weight and the 
central beam was strained to a break¬ 
ing point, giving away and forcing 
the tile wall outward. The water 
that had laid on the roof gushed 
across the street. 

Town workmen were quickly called 
♦o the scene and a barricade was erect 
ed around the portion that had fallen. 
The recent addition at the back of the 
main structure, built of brick, was 
lundamaged as was the .brick front. 
Several windows in the Memorial hall 
were broken by the falling tile. 

Town authorities immediately 
phoned Mr. Burrows at Edmonton and 
he in turn phoned workmen in town 
to clear the debris away and make 
the standing parts safe.

Accept 1934 Consolidation Act; Hear 
Delegation of Merchants on Business 
Tax; Rescind Original Business 
By-Law 


On Monday evening the Vulcan 
town council held- one of their most 
important sessions of the year—tand 
one of the longest. Councillors Wolfe, 
and Jamieson were absent. A large 
number of taxpayers attended the 
meeting and numerous interviews- 
were held. 

Joe Dobbs was present and inter¬ 
viewed the council on the matter of 
the suggested sidewalk affronting the 
Imperial Hotel premises. Correspond¬ 
ence on the matter had not been an¬ 
swered he was told, and nothing could 
be done until communication had been 
received. 

A delegation of business men were 
present and had as their spokesman, 
L. H. Stack. On behalf of the business 
taxpayers, Mr. Stack suggested that 
the business tax be cancelled and the 
difference made spread over the town 
as levy to the property owners. In the 
discussion that followed' it was ex¬ 
pressed by the council that this was 
not feasible, but that figures would 
be'compiled for the purpose of show¬ 
ing the difference this would make to 
the property owner. It was brought 
out that the business tax had been in 
effect since Vulcan was established as 
a town. 

The matter of paying the current 
business tax on May 15th was 
thought to work a severe hardship on 
the town merchants whose largest in¬ 
come came-m the harvest season, said 
Mr. Stack. He suggested that a 
monthly payment plan be put into ef¬ 
fect for those who had not paid and 
a discount be given those who had 
paid by or on May 15th. It was 
brought out that 73 per cent of the 
current business tax levy was collect¬ 
ed by May 15th. 

Moved by Councillor Wittock that 
the original business tax by-law be 
rescinded and that those who had 
paid the tax during May be given a 
discount of 10 per cent, and that those 
who did not pay during May, make 
monthly installments of one-seventh 
of the amount for the next seven 
months, payable and due at the end of 
each month, and that those who make 
complete payment of the business 
tax in June be given 7% per cent dis¬ 
count and 6 per cent in July. Car¬ 
ried. 

Moved by Councillor Allan that -the 
Tax Consolidation Act for 1934 be ac¬ 
cepted by the council. Carried. It 
was decided to hold a meeting of the 
council or, Friday evening, July 15th 
for the purpose of considering appli¬ 
cations made for tax consolidation. 
Those wishing to take advantage oi 
the Act are asked to have their appli¬ 
cations in by that date, as the tax 
sale is being held on the Monday fol¬ 
lowing, June 18th. The reserve bids 
'for the different parcels of land in 
the sale will be set at this special 
meeting. 

The following accounts were read 
and passed for payment on motion by 
Allan: D. _C. Jones $160.00; Fire De¬ 
partment $24.50; VV. D. Allan 20 cts.; 
H. W. Johnston $12.34; Land Regis¬ 
trar $7.90; Armey Motors $1.77; 
Browns’ Garage 75 cts.; T. B. Lebeau 
$16.00. A number of grocery accounts 
were payed on relief measures and a 
few were passed for payment to be 
applied on taxes. 

An application for Mother’s Allow¬ 
ance was approved by the council on 
motion by Councillor Ulrich. 

An account from the Foster and 
Fo'stef Funeral Home for $70.00 was 
read for the funeral of James John¬ 
ston. The council understood the ac¬ 
count to be $50.00 and will only make 
payment for that amount. 

An indigent account from Dr. H. P. 
Barker for $10.00 was passed for pay¬ 
ment on motion by Allan. 

The matter of baking in private 
homes and selling the wares from 
house to houSe was brought to the at¬ 
tention of the council. R.H. Weale was 
instructed to notify these parties that 
the practise must be stopped or a li¬ 
cense be taken out. 

The insurance on the town library 
was discussed. Moved by Councillor 
Allan that the valuation of the library 
be cut from $500.00 to $250.00.Carried

SILENCING THE PRESS 

From Cranbrook Courier 

Very often a reader of a newspaper wishes to silence 
his newspaper oh a certain matter. He calls the newspaper 
names. He says it is one-sided, prejudiced, doesn’t have 
any news in it, has h graudge against him, is controlled 
by certain interests, then he goes into the office and oin- 
’cels his subscription. A good newspaper cannot be threat¬ 
ened, bribed, cajoled or punished. It must remain a free 
agent if it is to do its readers ally good at all. It must be 
fearless and independent. It must look ahead, decide what 
stand it will take, and Always this decision must be based 
not on whether it will be good or bad tor one individual, 
but whether it will be good or bad for many individuals. 

A good newspaper serves all its readers, not just one. If 
some of its readers disagree, the newspaper is sorry, but 
it cannot be bribed to betray tl.e best interests of its com¬ 
munity in order to hold one subscriber. It majr disagree 
with a man today and agree with him tomorrow. This 
must be so because-a newspaper is a public trust. Its de¬ 
cision must be alwpys based on what will aid the develop¬ 
ment of the community and bring prosperity to its resi¬ 
dents. 

Those who disagree with the newspaper must remember 
that if they could control it easily, that others could also. 
The newspaper is always oper: to news and comments on 
different topics and is glad to get them to enlarge its 
own fund of information, hut must always remain free to 
make its own decisions. 

CANADA BIG SPENDER 

“We are one of the most extravagant nations in the 
world,” quotes the Financial Post. This is not referring 
to individual, but to governmental spending. The individ¬ 
ual in Canada can certainly not be accused of extrava¬ 
gance, but the taxation may provide a reason. 

The Post says: “The decline of the national income in 
Canada, the maintenance of expenditures, and the result¬ 
ant heavy increase in the relative cost of government, are 
shown in the statistics furnished by the Citizens’ Research 
Institute.’’! 

In the government expenditure in relation to national 
income jt_is shown that in 1932 (and part of ’33) the gov¬ 
ernment expenditure is 32.9 per cent of the national in¬ 
come. In 1928 it was 14.2 per cent and has mounted year 
by year since that time. The income in 1928 was almost 
twice that of 1932, but on the other hand the expendiures 
mounted yearly from that date to 1931, after which there 
was a reduction of fifty million made. The burden of tax¬ 
ation has increased faster than in other countries. 

“It is appears improbable from the statistics available 
on Canada, the United Kingdom, France, United States 
and Germany that governments of any of these countries 
spent more in relation to national incomes than Canada’s 
32.9 per cent for 1932-33. " v 

“Comparable figures on expenditures, however, are not 
available. Britain and France have .been cutting expendi¬ 
tures. Germany may be somewhat closer to Canada as a 
spender when later figures nre available. The United 
States -has a Rooseveltian spending programme that will 
put Canada’s profligacy tot shame, but this will not show 
in the returns until the 1934-Si) experience is tabulated. So 
Canada seems to top the heap as a spender of national in¬ 
come. 

“I’er capita taxation in Canada is lower than in Great 
Britain and the United States. This does not allow for our 
Government’s ex cess of expenditures over tax receipts, 
which will eventuall>yhave to be paid in taxes.” 

• SOIL DRIFTING 

An article in. the Calgary Albertan of last week, pre¬ 
sents quite a picture of soil drifting. It says: “The soil 
which gave a wheat crop in Saskatchewan last^year, may 
be helping to nourish citrus fruits in Florida next year., 
\ On these windy plains, it is said that the farmer never 
plants his crop twice iiCbe frame earth. The movement so 
far as the Canadian plains rre concerned is mostly eas¬ 
terly, and billions of tons of our good earth finds resting 
place in the Great I.akes, the streets of cities or even the 
farmlands of the maritimes. 

“These dust storms that we know are by no means pe¬ 
culiar to this continent. After such storms aviators have 
reported great dust clouds l.K‘00 feet above the earth. It 
has been found that dust particles from the Sahara have 
travelled 2500 miles, and on this continent the storms of 
this spring have carried soil from the west to the eastern 
seaboard. 

“It has been estimated also that in Western United 
States 850 million tons yearly are carried 1440 miles. In 
1928. in Jjlussia, a storm over the Ukrainian plains moved 
fifteen billion tons of dust to Poland and Koumania. The 
Ukrainian Institute of Botany checked these figures as ac¬ 
curately as possible. 

“The Calgarian may strain bits of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains from his drinking water and the Winnipeger may 
wipe from his desk the dust that not so long ago was 
Calgi ry. Annapolis apples may be nourished by the soil 
that last year grew in Saskatchewan the oats the* orchard- 
ist eats at the breakfast table. What is British Columbia 
today may be Manitoba tomorrow and Alberta is ever 
shifting eastward, to become some other province.’’ 

Another writer in the Lethbridge Herald solves the prob 
lem of prairie drought, by suggesting that the unemploy¬ 
ed level off the Rooky Mountains, thus giving the damp 
winds of the Pacific free access to the plains. 

Speaking of soil drifting with its attendant evils, one 
of our English subscribers states that Britain was serious¬ 
ly confronted with soil drifting in one period of her his¬ 
tory, and he argues that for that reason, she dare not go 
into any large scale scheme of grain growing. He says 
that during and following the Napoleonic wars, every ef¬ 


fort was made to become as self-sustaining as possible, 
and to that end the land was worked year aTier year, till 
the fibre was destroyed and it drifted on the slightest 
provocation. The gradual return .to pasture and fodder 
crops has been ^consequence of the lessons learned early 
in the nineteenth i^ntury. 

It would appear tiat the only solution for the plains of 
North America is an increasing acreage turned to fibrous 
growth. 

MINERAL RIGHTS 1887 

In response a request from it*. for information 

Mr. George 0oote, M.P. has very kindly delved into the 
matter at Ottawa, and the following information is forth- 
on the vexing question of mineral rights vs. surface rights 
coming: , 

Authority for the disposition of mineral rights in Mani¬ 
toba and the North-West Territories (subsequently Alber¬ 
ta and Saskatchewan) is the Dominion Lands Act passed 
in 1872, and subsequent amendments thereto. The author¬ 
ity for the various mining regulations rests on an amend¬ 
ment made in 1880, by which provision was made that 
lands containing coal or other minerals should be disposed 
of in such manner as might, from time to time be fixed by 
the Governor-in-Council by regulations to be made in that 
behalf. 

An Order-in-Council of 1887, provided “that a clause be 
inserted in all patents from the Crown for lands situated 
West of the 3rd meridian (west of Moosejaw), reserving 
for Her Majesty, Her successors and assigns, forever, all 
mines and minerals, which may be found to exist within 
upon or in such lands, togethei with full power to work 
the same; and for this purpose to enter upon and use the 
said lands or portion thereof, to such Extent as may be 
necessary for the effectual working of the said minerals 
except in the case of patents for lands which have already 
been sold or disposed of for valuable consideration.” This 
reservation referred to was extended to all lands in Mani¬ 
toba and the North West by Orde|-in-Council of 18§9. 

“It would appear that the laws and regulations /made 
at that time with regard to mineral rights, were made in 
the public interest with a view to the development of such 
right,” remarks Mr. Gibson, Deputy Minister of the Inter¬ 
ior who assisted Mr. Coote in pursuing the quest. Have 
these developments been in public interest, as originally 
intended ? 

Have the governments shown laxity in safeguarding the 
people’s inheritance? 

A synopsis of legislation shows certain minor amend¬ 
ments made in successive years. 

It is noted that in 1908 and 1927, thought was given to 
the holders of surface rights in certain legislation. In 
1927, the following Federal amendment was made. “Lands 
containing salt, petroleum, natural gas, gold, silver, etc. 
may be leased under regulations made by the Governor-in- 
Council, and these regulations may provide for the leas¬ 
ing of mining rights underneath lands acquired or held 
as agricultural, grazing, or hay lands, or any other lanus 
held as to the surface only, but provision shall be made 
for the protection and compensation of the holders of the 
surface rights, insofar as they may be affected under 
these regulations.” 

The foregoing is a brief synopsis of proyisions under 
Federal control, the last clause of which is of interest to 1 
surface holders. The next step in this pursuit is to gather 
information on the legislation enacted since the Natural 
.Resources came under provincial control. , 

In the volume of information received from Ottawa, it 
is perhaps worthy of note, though not bearing directly on 
this question, that tariff items covering petroleum pro¬ 
ducts show that “Crude petroleum in its natural state 
.7900 specific gravity or heavier, at 60 degrees, when im- 
[flfrted by oil refiners to be refined in their own factories 
comes in to Canada iluty fred under all tariffs.” 

FUTURE OF SMALL TOWN 

There has been quite a bit of discussion of late, regard¬ 
ing the future of small towns and their place in the 
scheme of things. The modem highway has shortened 
distance to the city, eliminating to a great extent rural de 
pendence on the small town. Will all the thousands of 
towns and villages along the main highways languish,‘’or 
can they continue? How might this modern trend affect 

It is a coincidence that in hunting items tor the Auld 
Lang Syne column, the ’ s should _ this week come 
across R. J. C. Stead’s forecast of the present situation 
Mr. Stead, writing his weekly column for this paper, on 
* May 30, 1912, foresees the decline of many little towns 
unless saved by acquired industries or other means. 

He asks: "Has High River any right to expect to escape 
this depressing fate £ And he answers “I think she has. 
I believe that she has'the greatest opportunity of any Al¬ 
berta tpwn, -and that her future is linked inseparably with 
the city of Calgary, which will in time be one of Canada’s 
great cities. 

““But as a city grows, space is restricted, homes are 
costly, because of land values. The.tendency is to’ look to 
for an attractive residential point within commuting dis¬ 
tance. The city dweller may come to the country. But he 
can’t take the country to the city. 

“But if you ask why the city man should come to High 
River rather than to other towns, I would say the answer 
lies with the people of . .r. Nature has done her 

best. The town is prettily situated, the soil rich for gar¬ 
dens and lawns. It will soon have water supply, with 
consequent fire protection. It will probqbly have continu¬ 
ous light and power service soon. Our telephone service 
is better and at less cost than in the city. Our educational 
facilities are up-to-date. Yes, the town has already done 
something. 

“But there is much more to do. The ideal of every citi¬ 
zen should be to make High River a beautiful town, a 
clean town, a town of moderate prices, of sociability, of 
goodwill, in a word, a good town to live in. As soon as 
water is available, the residential streets should be boule- 
varded. The vacant lots should be cleaned up and turned 
to garden purposes, if necessary by the town. Everything 
in the way of clean, legitimate sport and amusement 
should be encouraged. So many people when they start 
on a campaign of this kind, seem to think that the town 
should be made a good place to die in. We want it a good 
place to live in—Life with a capital L, and all that life 
represents.

At a meeting of the Oil and Gas 
Shareholders’ Protective Association, 
held in Calgary, it was decided to ask 
the Imperial Oil Company for speci¬ 
fic reasons for the recent cuts on 
naphtha prices. 

Another resolution, which passed 
unanimously provided for the appoint 
nrent of a committee consisting of 
Leon Plotkins, representing the refin¬ 
ing business, and F. A. Elves, repre¬ 
senting independent operators, to 
nstudy the reasons for lowered naph¬ 
tha prices and report back to’ a fur¬ 
ther meeting of the association. 

According to Albert E. Bingham, 
president of the association, 1! there 
were three courses of, action which 
shareholders could take in face of the 
naphtha price reductions put into ef¬ 
fect by Imperial. They were: 

(1) Make a request to Prime Min¬ 
ister R. B. Bennett for a probe into 
the Imperial Oil Company, probably 
by the Stevens committee. 

(2) Inaugurate a publicity program 
by the insertion of advertisements in 
the press, and broadcasts over radio 
stations which might have the effect 


co Company complained to the Stev¬ 
ens Committee that he had not been 
informed that a reduction was to be 
made in the excise on cigarettes. Nat¬ 
urally he • suspects that his rivals 
were. Thousands of people not in the 
business at all could have told hjm 
that the tax would have to l*e reduc¬ 
ed because the high price of Canadian 
cigarettes had started up smuggling 
operations that would grow in volume 
until the tax was leduced.

Would Ask for Reasons 

Leon Plotkins, who suggested the 
resolution that Imperial be asked to 
give its reasons why naphtha prices 
had been reduced, scouted the reason 
given by Imperial in the press that it 
proposed to sell valley naphtha in 
Manitoba, as it was forced to do so in 
order to find a- market for the pro¬ 
duct, and this meant greater cost of 
distribution due to freight rates. 

Mr. Plotkins said he had discovered 
that the Imperial Company had not 
made application for a freight rate 
to Manitoba and, as it did not have a 
refinery in Winnipeg, it would not ship 
naphtha to that point. 

According to Mi. Plotkins, Imper¬ 
ial was reducing the price paid for 
naphtha for its own personal reason 
which, he intimated, was to crush 
competition. 

The public would benefit in the near 
future by Imperial’s policy, at least 
for a time, Mr. Plotkins predicted. He 
stated the company planned to sell 
absorption plant gasoline—a much 
superior product to Turner Valley 
naphtha—for 12 i / »> cents a gallon, f.o. 
b. the Imperial refinery in Calgary. 

Mr. Plotkins said at the present 
time there was a market in Western 
Canada for all the naphtha Turner 
Valley could produce.—Calgary Her¬ 
ald.

HOW TO PROFIT BY 1 SUGGESTIONS FOR AGRICULTURE AS 
LOVE OF GAMBLING GOOD CLASSY GOVT BASIS OF CANADA 


An ingenious idea is presented in a 
recent letter written to the Calgary | 
Herald by Frank Maine 7 of Calgary. 
Going on the obvious assumption that 
the spirit of gambling- is inherent in 
human beings and cannot be stopped ^ 
by legislation, the suggestion is that j 
the weakness be turned to public pro¬ 
fit, in such a way as to combine thrift 
and safety and give the gambler a 
chance at a small fortune or his moq- 
ey back. The article suggests that 
the government organize a sweep- 
stake. , 

Let us suppose that the government 
desires to float a loan for $ 31 , 000,000 
for 25 years at as little cost as pos¬ 
sible and below the market rate as re¬ 
gards interest paid. 

This loan will be floated in 1,000,- 
000 numbered bonds at a par value of 
$34 each. The bonds will bear inter¬ 
est at the rate of dollar per year, 
which is slightly less than 3 per cent. 
Each bond will bear coupons for 25 
years’ interest. This loan, however, 
will stand on the government books at 
the rate of 4 per cent interest. This 
extra 1 per cent will be „ the prize 
money. 

The government is therefore, go¬ 
ing to get the money for 4 per cent, 
which is rather eheap these days. 

Each year when the interest is due 
there will be a drawing for the prizes. 

The bond issue of 34 million at 1 
per cent will give $340,000 interest to 
be used for prizes. There will be 2315 
ranging from the $25,000 first prize 
to 2000 prizes of $100 each. 

These 2315 bonds drawn as winners 
will have to be surrendered to the 
government, and* cancelled when the 
money is paid out, so that winners 
will not participate in another draw 
on the same bond. 

The government will thus .gain 
these bonds at par value of $34 each 
plus intarest. It still has the $34,000- 
000, and there will be yearly drawing 
for the 25 years the bonds are in ex¬ 
istence. Each year 2315 prizes and 
2315 surrendered bonds. At the pnd of 
125 years $1,967,700 worth of bonds 
will have been cancelled, and the re¬ 
maining bonds will have to he paid at 
a cost of $32,032*00. 

The letter concludes: “So we see 
that the government gets cheap mon¬ 
ey, makes money on the deal, every¬ 
one gets a gamble and no one loses 
anything, so all are satisfied. 

“The bonds • would be made up in 
books of thirty-five. Each bond would 
sell for $35 and bear 25 interest cou¬ 
pons at one dollar per year. The sel¬ 
ler of the bond would return to the 
government $34 and retain one dollar 
for his trouble. 

“This ^scheme would »encourage 
thrift and a great number- of people 
would strive to gel one of these bonds 
Savings in the hanks would he taken 
out and put into circulation. The mon¬ 
ey cannot be lost as it is in the hands 
of the government, and it would sat¬ 
isfy this prevalent spirit for a gam¬ 
ble.”

WARNING ISSUED 
RE HOPPER POISON 

The High River Health Unit in this 
issue, gives warning to the public to 
exercise caution in the handling of 
grasshopper bait which is highly pois¬ 
onous in nature. 

When through scattering the mix¬ 
ture, the clothes should be changed, 
and these clothes should lie washed 
when the job is through. 

In handling, every care must he 
taken not to put the hands to the 
mouth, and if any mixture touches 
the skin it should, be immediately 
washed off. 

' In handling use either rubber gloves 
or strong leather gloves. Before put- 
ting-these on, smear, the hands aw! 
arms with vaseline, axle grease, 
crankcase oil, or similar substance to 
cover the pores. 

The bait is being used with such 
frequency, by such a large proportion 
of the population, and in such quanti¬ 
ties, that the Health Unit considers 
it advisable to warn people that care 
in handling is extremely necessary. 


Agriculture is the basis of Cana¬ 
dian economic life. The Dominion 
possesses a highly developed manufac 
turing organization, but agriculture 
is much the largest branch of prim¬ 
ary production, and it affords employ¬ 
ment to nearly 30 per cent, of the 
population. It is the source of about 
24 per cent of the gross production, 
and constitutes a quarter of the esti¬ 
mated wealth of the country. Some¬ 
thing over 30 per cent of the value of 
all raw materials used by Canadian 
manufactures consists of Canadian 
farm products, and roughly 25 per 
cent of the gross value of manufac¬ 
tures. is accounted for by manufac¬ 
tures of Canadian farm origin. Ap¬ 
proximately 85 per cent of the total 
agricultural production of the Do¬ 
minion is consumed in Canada, the re¬ 
maining 15 per cent finding markets 
abroad. About 40 per cent of the to¬ 
tal export trade is provided by agri¬ 
culture. 

The leading field crop is wheat, in 
which Canada is exceeded in produc-1 
-tion only by the United States and, 
Russia. Much the greater part of 
Canada's wheat finds its way into the 
export market. Three other grains— 
oats, barley, rye—have assumed not¬ 
able importance among the other field 
crops of the Dominion. The oat crop 
has attained a maximum of nearly 
564 million bushels, barley 136 mil¬ 
lion and iyc 32 million bushels. The 
greater part of these crops is consum¬ 
ed in the home market. Wheat is the 
basis of the flour milling industry, 
which ranks fourth among the manu¬ 
factures of the Dominion. 

Livestock, as a branch of agricul¬ 
ture, stands third in point of produc¬ 
tiveness, while a similar position 
among manufactures is occupied by 
its industrial derivative, slaughtering 
and meat packing- Cattle are most 
numerous among livestock on Cana¬ 
dian farms, including, of course, both 
beef and dairy animals. In 1933 cat¬ 
tle are estimated at 8,876,000, swine 
3,800,700 and sheep 3,.’185,800. The 
wool clip in 1932 amounted to 20,518,- 
000 pounds. Poultry in 1933 number¬ 
ed 69,324,000. Exports of cattle and 
of bacon and hams figured prominent¬ 
ly in Canada’s external trade last 
year. Exports of cattle in 1933 to¬ 
talled 60,000 head compared with 33,- 
000 head in 1932, the I'nited Kingdom 
absorbing five-sixths- of the total. 
Bacon and ham exports in 1933 
amounted to 732,000 cwt. against 358- 
000 cwt. in 1932, the United Kingdom 
again providing the principal market. 

Dairying 

Dairying, ranking second only to 
field crops in revenue among branches 
of agriculture, stands fifth among 
Canadian manufacturing industries. 

Besides the leading products al¬ 
ready deferibed Canadian agriculture 
has developed a number of specialized 
crops, in the production of which cer¬ 
tain localities have particular advan¬ 
tages. Canadian apples from Nova 
Scotia, Ontario end British Columbia 
have won recognition in the United 
Kingdom and other countries, the to¬ 
tal crop in 1932 being 2,789,0(8) bar¬ 
rels. South-west Ontario and British 
Columbia are also specially suited to 
the gro-.vth of delicate friuts such as 
peaches and strawberries. Tobacco 
grown in south-west Ontario and 
some parts of Quebec finds a market 
in the L'nited Kingdom and the Unit¬ 
ed States as well as in the Canadian 
industry, the crop in 1932 being 54 
million pounds. Canadian grown beets 
supply about one-seventh of the refin¬ 
ed sugar output of the Dominion. The 
sugar beet crop, 505,000 tons in 1932 
—the refined beet sugar output l>eing 
132 million pounds—is grown in the 
neighborhood of the beet sugar fac¬ 
tories at Chatham and Wallaceburg, 
and Raymond, Alberta. 


WHOLESOME DIET 

ON VERY LITTLE 

- ■ - 

Family of Five Can Have Substantial I 
Diet on 27 cts. a Day. Try and Do It. 

The Calgary Herald quotes a state¬ 
ment on balanced budgets from the 
Christian Science Monitor. The mat¬ 
ter is brought up through discussions 
of relief allowances. The Monitor 
says that Columbia University has 
brought out a schedule by which a 
family of five can have a varied and 
sufficient diet on 27 cts. a day. This 
is not given as 27 cts. a day per per¬ 
son, which would mount up, but an 
actual cost of $8,10 for a month for 
five people. 

“A typical menu for the family 
provides a breakfast of cereal with 
bananas, milk and sugar; toast and 
butter, a glass of milk for each child. 
For luncheon, macaroni and cheese, 
stewed tomatoes, bread and butter, a 
glass of milk for children and adults. 

“For dinnef the menu provides 
liver loaf, potatoes, baked or creamed 
cabbage, and carrot salad, dressing of 
top milk, sugar, vinegar; gingerbread 
with whipped evaporated milk, glass 
of milk for each child.” 

This is much better variety than 
many people who are not on relief 
can afford. If other day’s menus 
match up with this it would seem 
quite substantial living to most peo¬ 
ple. 

But is there anyone who would un¬ 
dertake to provide the food mentioned 
for 27 cents a day. Not in Alberta, 
Take the articles named, cereal,- ban¬ 
anas, milk, sugar, toast, butter, milk, 
a glass of milk for each child, macar¬ 
oni, cheese, tomatoes, five more glas¬ 
ses milk, liver, potatoes, cabbage, car 
rot, gingerbread, more milk for the 
children. Figure it up on Alberta pri¬ 
ces. It would come much closer to $1.00 
perhaps more.

Grisd.tle of Olds as Min. of 
Agriculture 

An appointment of importance was 
made this week, when Hon. George 
Hoadley was sworn in as Minister of 
Telephones and Health, and Frank 
Grisdal-e of Olds was sworn in as 
Minister of Agriculture. Premier 
Brownlee in giving to Mr. Hoadley’s 
charge the important post of Minister 
of Telephones said that the telephone 
system i3 regarded as a major prob¬ 
lem, requiring the attention of one of 
the most experienced ministers. Mr. 
Hoadley’s absorbing interest in the 
problems of health of the province is 
also well known. 

Mr. Grisdale has long been mention¬ 
ed in connection with the Department 
of Agriculture and his appointment is 
no surprise- His specialized work in 
livestock at MacDonald College, and 
his wprk as principal of the Olds Ag¬ 
ricultural School have given him aca¬ 
demic knowledge, and his experience 
as a practical farmer gives further 
qualification. 

It is expected that further cabinet 
re-organization will include the ad¬ 
ministration of the new Trades and 
Industries Act
